This will require further search and consideration since claim 12 
was not previously indicated as allowable and applicant's argument regarding claim 12 rejection found not pursuasive. 

on page 10 of the remark filed on 10/02/2009, applicant argued, "In contrast, according to the present invention as recited in the pending 
claims, and as set forth under Embodying Mode 6 in the description section of the present specification, there are no steps that involve 
bonding Ill-nitride substrates onto, and releasing them from, a support substrate. Inasmuch as claim 12 is believed to be patentably distinct 
from Wong et al. at least for the foregoing reasons, claims 13-21, which each depend directly or indirectly from claim 12, are also believed 
to be patentable." 

However, the above argument found not pursuasive. As indicated in the final rejection sent on 06/02/2009, Figs. 9-14, in relation to columns 
7-9, lines 40-5 of Wong disclosed limitations of claim 12. Applicant is referring different embodiment of Wong that includes Figs. 1-7. 
However, final rejection indicated embodiments from Figs. 9-14, that clearly disclosed growing Group-Ill nitride semiconductor substartes 
instead of bonding that applicant is arguing. 
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
